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The  Garden  Useful 

When  you  take  dinner  with  a  city  or  suburban  friend  who  has  a  good  home  garden,  have  you  noticed  that 
you  are  told,  with  much  pride,  that  “this  lettuce”  or  corn,  or  “these  tomatoes  came  fresh  from  our  garden”? 

These  healthful,  satisfactory  dinners,  so  largely  made  up  of  crisp,  tender,  finely  flavored  vegetables  that 
no  market  can  furnish,  are  a  revelation  to  those  who  have  no  real  garden.

We  have  no  grudge  against  doctor  or  druggist,  yet  we  do  know  that  if  our  people  had  on  their  tables  an 
abundance  of  vegetable  food  during  the  warm  months  a  large  part  of  doctor’s  or  druggist’s  bill  would  be 
absent. 

There's  lots  of  talk  these  days,  and  rightfully  so,  as  to  the  need  of  efficiency  in  our  lives,  and  no  man  or 
woman,  boy  or  girl,  can  be  at  their  best  in  business,  society  or  school  with  a  clogged  up  system  due  to  a  lack  of 
the  corrective  power  of  the  more  common  vegetables  which  Nature  provides  for  just  such  purpose. 

In  and  around  Atlanta  and  suburbs  are  tens  of  thousands  of  unused  back  yards  and  side  yards  absolutely 
wasted  and  frequently  unsightly  that  could  be  and  should  be  put  into  good  home  gardens  for  health's  sake, 
for  looks’  sake  and  last,  but  not  least,  money’s  sake,  for  no  one  who  has  not  tried  it  in  earnest  can  realize  the 
money-saving  power  of  a  good  home  garden  when  it  comes  to  cutting  down  store  bills.

Transplant  when  l-o  inches  high  and  give  abundance  of  water  in  dry 
weather.  Water  and  cultivate  thoroughly  and  often.  In  early  spring 
one  ounce  of  seed  will  make  2,000  to  2,500  plants ;  in  warm  weather  about 
twice  that  many  seeds  are  required.  Early  varieties  mature  in  about  110 
days ;  late  varieties  in  110  to  150  days.

Sow  one  ounce  of 
seed  to  100  feet  of  row  in  shallow  drills  16-18  inches 
apart.  Make  succession  sowings  about  a  month  apart 
to  have  a  continuous  supply.  When  plants  are  well 

started,  thin  out  to  4  inches  apart  in  the  row.  Work 

often,  keeping  the  ground  free  from  weeds  and  grass. 
Carrots  are  ready  for  use  in  about  80  days. 

CHANTENAY.  This  is  a  stump  rooted  variety,  the  best 
of  its  class.  A  half-long  sort,  unexcelled  in  quality  and 
productiveness,  very  uniform  in  growth,  flesh  of  deep 
golden  orange  color.

On  account 
of  the  difficulty  in  starting  the  plants  it  is  usually 
advisable  for  home  gardens  to  buy  the  plants  to 
set  out  during  April  and  May.  (See  page  14  for 
Eggplant  Plants).  If  growing  from  seed,  trans¬ 
plant  to  open  ground  when  the  fourth  or  fifth  pair 
of  leaves  is  formed,  provided  danger  of  frost  is 
past.  Place  the  plants  3  feet  apart  each  way  and 
cultivate  often,  keeping  out  grass  and  weeds.  Ma¬ 
tures  in  about  120  days.  Sow  one  packet  of  seed 
for  every  200  feet  of  row.

No  home  is  complete  or  beautiful  without  a  well  kept 
lawn.  The  problem  of  the  lawn  is  a  serious  one  in  the 
Atlanta  section.  We  are  lacking  naturally  in  the  soil  con¬ 
ditions  essential  to  the  beautiful  lawns  of  territory  further 
north,  where  the  Kentucky  Blue  Grass  is  used  almost  ex¬ 
clusively. 

While  there  are  some  marked  exceptions  due  to  super¬ 
ior  care  and  preparation  we  might  broadly  say  that  the 
Bermuda  Grass  is  the  only  permanent  grass  for  this  sec¬ 
tion.  Many  naturally  object  to  the  Bermuda,  satisfactory 
as  it  is  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  because  of  its 
“dead”  appearance  during  winter. 

For  the  last  seventeen  years  we  have  been  studying  this 
lawn  problem  and  the  nearest  we  have  come  to  its  solu¬ 
tion  is  Hastings’  Evergreen  Lawn  Mixture,  a  combination 
of  both  summer  and  winter  growing  grasses,  fairly  well 
adapted  to  our  conditions,  and  where  Bermuda  is  not 
used  we  recommend  this  above  all  others. 

While  September  to  November  is  the  best  lawn  making 
period  in  the  Atlanta  section,  a  good  lawn  can  be  started 
during  the  spring  months  and  old  lawns  with  bare,  un¬ 
sightly  spots  in  them  can  be  “patched”  by  digging  up 
and  loosening  the  soil  and  scratching  in  seed. 

For  successful  lawns  (other  than  Bermuda)  there  are 
three  essentials.  First,  the  application  of  a  liberal  amount 
of  finely  pulverized  manure;  second,  air  slaked  lime  or 
finely  ground  limestone;  third,  a  deep  breaking  followed 
by  a  complete  pulverization  of  the  soil. 

Hot,  dry  spells  in  summer  are  the  “grass  killers,”  and 
with  the  usual  shallow  preparation  given  the  grass  roots 
have  no  depth  and  are  soon  killed.  Thorough  preparation 
means  deeper  rooting  and  greater  resistance  to  heat  and 
drought. 

If  you  have  or  wish  to  make  a  Bermuda  lawn  you  can 
have  it  green  every  winter  by  burning  it  off  as  soon  as 
frost  kills  the  top ;  sow  either  Italian  or  English  Rye  Grass 
on  the  Bermuda  sod  and  scratch  in  lightly  with  a  rake.  It 
will  sprout  quickly  after  the  first  rain,  stay  green  during 
winter  and  spring,  disappearing  gradually  as  the  Ber¬ 
muda  starts  again. 

With  thorough  preparation  and  the  use  of  Hastings’  Ev¬ 
ergreen  Lawn  Grass  a  lawn  that  will  last  several  years 
in  satisfactory  condition  can  be  made. 

Don’t  use  coarse  stable  manure  from  unknown  sources. 
This  is  a  constant  source  of  weed  trouble  in  lawns.  Pul¬ 
verized  sheep  manure  is  the  cleanest,  most  concentrated 
form  that  manure  can  be  had  in.  (See  page  28). 

HASTINGS’  EVERGREEN  LAWN  GRASS.  This  mix¬ 
ture  of  grasses  is  the  result  of  15  years’  experimenting 
in  the  Atlanta  section.  It  contains  both  summer 
and  winter  growing  grasses  in  right  variety  and  propor¬ 
tion  to  give  a  steady,  rich  green  growth  the  year  around, 
presuming,  of  course,  that  it  is  fed  and  reasonably  well 
cared  for.  Sow  in  fall  at  rate  of  40  pounds,  or  in  spring  at 
rate  of  50  pounds  per  acre  (about  42,000  square  feet). 


Heavier  seeding  than  this  will  produce  quicker  results,  but 
above  is  ample.  After  sowing,  reserve  a  little  seed  for  “fill¬ 
ing  in,”  for  there  is  almost  invariably  an  occasional  spot 
that  does  not  “catch”  and  should  be  resown. 

If  desired.  White  Clover  may  be  added,  although  this 
should  be  scattered  separately  from  the  mixture  to  get 
it  evenly  distributed.  A  quarter  pound  of  White  Clover 
seed  is  ample  for  200  square  feet  in  addition  to  the  grass 
seed.  We  do  not  advise  sowing  this  or  any  grass  on 
bare,  red,  stiff  clay.  Sow  that  kind  of  ground  down  in 
cow  peas  one  summer  and  plow  them  under  before  at¬ 
tempting  a  lawn  making.  Prices:  Evergreen  Lawn  Grass,

KENTUCKY  BLUE  GRASS.  If  you  are  willing  to 
spend  the  money  in  lime,  manure  and  water  during 
summer  you  can  have  a  successful  Blue  Grass  lawn. 
It  will  take  two  to  three  times  as  much  lime 
and  manure,  however,  than  for  a  lawn  with  our  Ever¬ 
green  Lawn  Grass.  Sow  the  same  quantity  of  Blue  Grass 
(40  to  50  pounds  per  acre),  and  be  sure  you  get  genuine 
Kentucky  Blue  Grass  and  not  the  Canadian  that  is  used 
as  a  substitute  or  an  adulterant.  Pound,  20  cents;  5

BERMUDA  GRASS.  A  really  permanent  grass,  resisting 
heat  and  drought,  but  dying  down  in  winter.  Sow  seed  on 
carefully  prepared  ground  at  rate  of  8  to  10  lbs.  per  acre, 
barely  scratching  in,  any  time  from  April  to  June.  Slow  in 
germinating,  needing  a  combination  of  heat  and  moisture. 
Bermuda  plots  can  also  be  started  from  the  roots,  but 
there  is  the  always  present  danger  of  weed  infection  in 
roots  from  unknown  sources.  Best  imported  seed,  14 
pound,  25  cents;  pound,  75  cents. 

WHITE  CLOVER.  Many  prefer  a  little  White  Clover  in 
lawns,  and  this  can  be  sown  in  either  Blue  Grass  or  Mixed 
Lawns,  as  noted  under  “Evergreen  Lawn  Grass.”  This  is 
imported  and  under  war  conditions  the  supply  is  uncer¬ 
tain  and  price  abnormally  high.  Present  price,  60c  lb. 

ITALIAN  RYE  GRASS.  The  best  grass  for  a  quick  one- 
season  show,  or  for  sowing  on  Bermuda  sod  for  winter 
growth.  An  annual  variety,  starting  quick,  growing  fast, 
giving  good,  green  appearance  all  winter  and  spring,  dy¬ 
ing  out  as  soon  as  summer  sun  gets  in  its  work.  Sow,  only 
in  fall  or  very  early  spring.  Pound,  15  cents;  bushel  (14

ENGLISH  OR  PERENNIAL  RYE  GRASS.  Similar 
to  the  Italian,  but  of  slower,  more  permanent  growth, 
lasting  for  several  years.

This  calculation  table  below  is  based  on  round  beds, 
the  outside  row  being  planted  half  the  distance  from 
the  edge  that  the  bulbs  or  plants  stand  apart.  For  an 
oval  shaped  bed,  add  the  length  and  width  and  divide  by 
two ;  for  example,  10  and  6  feet  equal  16  feet,  divided  by 
2  is  8  feet,  and  such  a  bed  is  the  same  as  a  round  bed  8 
feet  in  diameter.  For  a  square  bed  add  25  per  cent  to 
the  number  required  for  a  round  bed  of  equal  diameter.

HOW  TO  SOW  FLOWER  SEEDS 

With  few  exceptions  flower  seeds  are  very  small,  and 
sowing  them  by  the  inexperienced  often  results  in  fail¬ 
ure,  either  partial  or  complete,  because  a  few  simple 
rules  are  not  followed.  There  is  nothing  mysterious 
about  success  with  flowers.  It  requires  care  and  a  lit¬ 
tle  common  sense.  With  these  failure  is  almost  impos¬ 
sible.  It  is  work  that  can  not  be  left  to  a  negro  farm 
hand  or  laborer.  It  must  receive  your  careful  personal 
attention.  By  observing  closely  the  following  rules  for 


sowing  flower  seed  you  will  have  little  cause  for  coui- 
laint  or  failure. 

THE  SOIL.  A  mellow  loam,  which  is  a  medium  earth 
between  the  extremes  of  clay  and  sand,  enriched  by  a 
compost  of  rotten  manure  and  leaf  mold,  is  adapted  to 
the  generality  of  flowering  plants.  Pulverized  sheep  ma¬ 
nure  is  probably  the  richest  and  most  concentrated  of 
all  stock  manures  and  comes  in  dry  form  that  is  very 
easily  handled.  For  fertilizing  flower  beds,  lawns,  gar¬ 
dens,  porch  boxes  and  flower  pots,  we  know  no  equal. 
See  page  28.  All  fertilizer's  and  manure  should  be  work¬ 
ed  into  the  soil  and  not  placed  in  one  spot,  where  the 
plant  is  to  stand.  In  shady  and  partly  shaded  spaces 
a  top  dressing  of  lime  will  generally  aid  materially  in 
neutralizing  the  acid  in  the  soil,  making  plant  food  niote 
available.  Previous  to  planting  flower  beds  or  borders 
care  must  be  taken  that  they  are  so  arranged  that  the 
ground  is  a  little  elevated  in  the  middle,  allowing  the 
water  to  run  off,  thus  showing  off  the  plants  to  better 
advantage. 

PLANTING  THE  SEED.  Make  the  surface  as  fine  and 

smooth  as  possible.  Cover  each  sort  of  seed  to  a  depth 

proportionate  to  its  size;  seed  like  portulaca,  petunias, 
etc.,  should  be  merely  sprinkled  on.  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  and  barely  covered  with  finely  sifted,  light  mel¬ 
low  soil;  press  the  soil  down  firmly  over  the  seed  with  a 
brick  or  a  short  piece  of  board.  For  larger  seed  the 

depth  should  be  regulated  according  to  the  size  of  the 

seed,  those  the  size  of  a  pin  head  %  inch  deep,  and  those 
the  size  of  a  pea  %  of  an  inch  or  more.  Procure  a  bit  of 
lath  (it  would  be  better  if  planed  smooth)  about  2  feet 
long,  press  the  edge  down  into  the  soil  evenly,  so  as  to 
make  a  groove  as  deep  as  the  seed  is  to  be  planted,  scat¬ 
ter  the  seed  along  this,  allowing  4  or  5  of  the  larger  to 
15  or  20  of  the  smaller  seeds  to  the  space  one  plant  is  to 
occupy  when  grown.  Cover  the  seed  by  pressing  the 
earth  firmly,  then  turn  your  lath  flatwise  and  press  the 
soil  down  firmly.  On  light,  sandy  soils  flower  seed 
should  be  covered  twice  the  depth  that  they  should  be 
in  stiff  or  heavy  clay  soils. 

SOWING  IN  HOXES.  Almost  all  flowers  will  stand 
transplanting.  Many  of  them  grow  better  for  having 
been  transplanted.  In  sections  liable  to  late  spring 
frosts  or  where  drouth  comes  in  spring,  it  is  advisable 
to  sow  seed  in  shallow  boxes  which  can  be  placed  in  a 
warm,  sunny  window  or  on  a  porch.  This  is  always  ad¬ 
visable  with  the  expensive  seed,  and  those  of  a  tropical 
nature,  such  as  coleus,  salvia,  etc.  These  need  a  warm 
soil  to  start  the  seed.  Sow  the  same  as  in  open  ground, 
and  keep  the  soil  moist,  but  not  soaking  wet.  If  surface 
of  soil  shows  tendency  to  cake  or  crust,  scratch  it  light¬ 
ly  to  break  the  crust.  Small  seeds  can  not  force  their 
way  through  a  crusted  surface.  As  soon  as  the  plants 
reach  a  height  of  2  or  3  inches  they  may  be  transplanted 
to  open  ground,  taking  as  much  earth  from  the  box  as 
possible  with  each  plant,  so  as  not  to  disturb  the  roots 
more  than  necessary. 
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AGERATUM 

BLUE  AND  WHITE.  A  favorite  garden 
flower  for  bedding  and  borders.  It  blooms 
all  summer,  also  if  seed  is  sown  in  tbe 
fall  it  makes  splendid  box  or  pot  plants  for 
winter.  Sow  in  open  ground  in  April  or 
earlier  in  boxes  for  transplanting.  Plants 
grow  1  y2  to  2  feet  high,  with  light  green 
foliage,  surmounted  by  clusters  of  small, 
tassel-like  flowers.  Ageratum  Blue,  Ager- 
atum  White  and  Ageratum  Blue  and  White 
Mixed.  Each,  packet,  5  cents. 

ABKONIA  (California  or  Sand  Verbena). 
A  trailing  plant  that  grows  luxuriantly  in 
dry,  open  soils.  Sow  seeds  in  April  and 
May.  Best  shades  of  yellow  and  rosy  pink 
and  best  varieties  of  the  larger  flowered 
sorts.

Plenty  of  milk  to  drink,  or  mixed  in  the  mash,  is  an 
aid  to  the  production  of  good  hatching  eggs. 

Don’t  breed  indiscriminately  from  all  the  fowls  on  the 
place,  but  select  the  best  male  and  the  ten  best  females 
and  breed  from  them.

The  average  hen  outlives  her  usefulness  in  two  years, 
and  is  more  profitable  if  eaten  or  sent  to  market.

Vegetable  Garden  Guide 

Make  your  garden  plan  carefully  to  scale. 

Indicate  all-season  and  perennial  crops  (rhubarb,  as¬ 
paragus,  artichoke,  parsnips,  etc.,)  by  solid  lines;  suc¬ 
cession  or  companion  crops  by  dotted  lines. 

Keep  crops  requiring  the  same  amount  of  space  and 
the  same  treatment  together  as  much  as  possible. 

Run  the  rows  lengthwise  of  the  plot  to  make  cultiva¬ 
tion  easy.  North  and  South  is  better  than  East  and  West, 
and  across  a  slope  is  better  than  up  and  down  it. 

Keep  the  tallest  growing  plants  at  the  North  end  of 
the  garden,  so  they  won’t  shade  the  others. 

Locate  the  hot  bed  where  it  will  get  full  Southern  ex¬ 
posure  and  protected  from  the  North. 

In  successive  years  try  to  keep  the  same  sort  of  crops 
off  the  same  ground;  that  is,  turnips  should  not  follow 
turnips  or  similar  root  crops,  and  tomatoes  shouldn't 
follow  tomatoes,  potatoes  or  eggplant,  etc.  This  reduces 
the  chances  of  injury  from  insects  and  diseases.  It  may 
be  accomplished  by  re-arranging  the  plan  or  layout  each 
season,  or  by  using  two  separate  plots  alternately,  keep¬ 
ing  the  unused  plot  in  cow  peas  or  some  other  green  ma¬ 
nure  crop  every  year. 

Rely  on  standard,  “time-tested”  varieties,  such  as  are 
sold  by  Hastings.  If  a  new  variety  is  found  worthy,  by 
careful  tests  through  several  seasons,  Hastings  will  have 
it  for  sale  and  you  can  rely  on  it.

Plan  to  keep  a  record  of  what  you  spend  on  the  gar¬ 
den  and  what  you  get  from  it ;  what  you  like  best ;  what 
you  wished  you  had  more  of,  and  what  you  want  to 
drop  the  next  year.  Then  you  have  something  to  go  by 
in  making  a  better  plan  for  the  next  season.

Ornamental  Garden  Guide 

Make  the  garden  your  outdoor  living  room.  Make  it 
private;  not  snobbish,  but  personal,  by  surrounding  it 
with  a  hedge  or  dense  mass  of  shrubbery. 

Keep  it  in  harmony  with  its  surroundings  and  with 
the  house  it  adjoins.  Follow  the  “line  of  least  resistance” 
in  using  native,  hardy  plants  that  are  sure  to  grow  and 
look  natural. 

Avoid  formality,  excessive  symmetry  and  monotony. 
This  does  not  mean  that  straight  lines  and  repetition  are 
not  in  good  taste,  for  direct  paths  are  often  best  and  a 
long  border  of  phlox,  for  example,  seldom  suggests  monot¬ 
ony,  while  an  alternation  of  short  and  tall  clumps  or  pink 
and  white  masses  might  easily  do  so. 

Don’t  aim  for  quick,  cheap  results,  nor  a  disconnected 
collection  of  botanic  exhibits,  but  a  series  of  related  pic¬ 
tures. 

Keep  the  lawn  spaces  open,  massing  plants  along  the 
edges  instead  of  all  over  the  lawn.  If  the  surroundings 
are  pleasing  leave  places  to  see  them;  otherwise  screen 
them  out  with  shrubbery. 

Use  originality.  Few  gardens  can  be  successfully  cop¬ 
ied,  and  you  don’t  want  an  imitation  anyway.
